Tbe Bribery Investigation. 
A i.bant, June 13tb.—Following is the re­ 
sult of the vote on a successor to Conkling 
to-day : Wheeler 16, Conkling 24, Jacobs 26, 
Cornell 8, Rogers 12, Lapham 6, Tremaine 4, 
Foiger 2, Bradley 1. 
Following is the vote on a successor to 
Platt: Depew 36, Cornell 6. Kernan 27, Foi­ 
ger 3, Platt 21, Crowley 3, Lapham 21. No 
choice. 
THE BRIBERY CASE. 
In the bribery investigation to-day Bradley 
took the stand. He had voted first for White 
and Cornell, later for Conkling and P latt; 
had talked with Sessions, but had given him 
no reason for the change ; many of his con­ 
stituents were friendly to Platt and Conkling. 
Cross-examined— Was an oil dealer of 
Olean ; had gotten out lumber for navy yards 
previously. He proceeded to give a history 
of his business career, the chief points of 
which were : He boarded at the Inebriate 
Asylum at Binghamton eight months ; had 
been engaged in several lawsuits about busi­ 
ness ; that the Peg Leg Railroad Company 
produced a paper signed by him, giving a 
right of way to the company, which he had 
told his partner he had not signed. 
Witness said he was frequently at the 
rooms of Platt and Crowley during the can­ 
vass lost January for Senator until he made 
up his mind which he would support; had 
talked frequently with Sessions, who urged 
him to vote for Depew or Rogers. Witness 
gave him a very strong answer, and Sessions 
knew he would not vote for Depew under 
any circumstances, or for any one but a stal­ 
wart. Sessions made no offer of money in 
January, and in this canvass knew witnesB 
would support Conkling and Platt. Subse­ 
quently witness gave him to understand that 
he was still a stalwart; did not vote for 
Conkling and Platt on the first ballot, be­ 
cause some of his constituents were opposed 
to them. 
Peckham questioned witness as to who 
were at the many stalwart conferences at the 
Delevan House, saying his object was to show 
a conspiracy. 
The stalwart counsel objected, and the 
question was temporarily postponed. 
Sessions argued that witness’ constituency 
would be satisfied with Depew, and Faid 
Rogers or Cornell could he elected, but 
Depew probably not. Witness replied that 
he would not leave Conkling and Platt. 
Witness voted the first time for Sharpe and 
Cornell, but on Friday, when their votes 
Bhowed a falling off, their friends spoke to 
witness, and he changed to them. Before the 
final charge witness bad voted for A. D. 
Whiteward an! Fenton. The day after wit­ 
ness voted for Conkling witne»» went home, 
and Sessions, on his retnrn, advised him to 
vote for a half-breed. He was advised to 
support Depew last Wednesday evening at 
the Delavan House. Witness always refused. 
The question was allowed as to who were 
present at the Btalwart meeting'. 
Bradley said ten or eleven members of the 
Assembly were present, and nobody else. 
The conference lasted an hour. Witness met 
Sessions soon after, who commenced telling 
that his constituents objected to Conkling 
and Platt, and he had better change. 
Witness continued: I said I couldn’t 
change yet a while. He then asked me if he 
could talk to me. I said yes. líe then said 
ha could get 81,000 to put in my pocket if I 
would vote for Depew. I said no, and 
started to leave him. He then said they bad 
been paying only 82,500 on a contingency. 
He then said ho would go up stairs (in the 
De'a an House) and see what was the best 
they could do. I told him I would not vote 
for Depew. I tried to get away from him, 
and told him no twice. I walked off about s:x 
feet, and he followed me up. He did not 
have In Id cf me, but he had his hand up to 
the side of his mouth, endeavoring to talk 
confidentially. 
I would not then talk 
money, because I did not want to sell my 
vote, and did not want to expose him. I 
had made up my mind then that I would not 
take any money unless I took it to make an 
exposure. I had thought of taking money 
for the purpose of exposure ever since it had 
been generally understood that money was 
being used. I made up my miad to take the 
money and expose it. I did not want to ex­ 
pose Senator Sessions. I told him no—that 
I would not take the money. I told him 
when 
he 
went 
up 
stair3 to 
see 
what 
he could 
do 
that 
he 
had 
better not go. 
I have not said this 
before. You have brought it to my miad. 
1 was not very emphatic in saying this to 
him. I did not tell him I would expose him, 
because it was a great study in my mind 
whether I ought to expose him or not. 
Peckham (Sessions’ counsel)—Why didn’t 
you take the $1,000 then, and expose him 
with th at? 
Witness—Because at that time I didn’t 
want to expose him. I hadn’t made up my 
mind then. 
Peckham—Why, then, was you so reluc­ 
tant about telling Sessions that you didn’t 
want the money ? Because you didn’t want 
to expose him ? 
Witness—Because he was a Senator. It 
was not a pleasant thing to do. At the time 
I took supper and the Senator requested an 
interview with me, I went to his room, be­ 
cause he asked me to call there for him. 
W’hen we got in the room I locked the door 
and asked him to take a seat. Sessions told 
me, “ It is going to be a good thing—all five 
of us voting for the same man. I have done 
well for you. I have now 82,000.” I had 
not up to this time said a word as to how I 
would vote, and the last time I spoke to 
him I told him I would not vote with 
him. 
He 
brought 
the 
money 
and 
counted it out on his knee. 
lie then 
handed the money to me. I said nothing, 
but bowed my head, to indicate that I as­ 
sented. I think I said “ yes,” when he said 
it would ba a good thing—our voting together. 
I asked him before I got the money who I 
should vote for, and he said Chauncy M. De­ 
pew. I assented to it. * I said I would. I 
think I have not said before in my testimony 
that I said to him I would vote for Depew. 
Peckham read from the testimony that 
witness answered iu his first examination that 
he thought he did not promise to vote for 
Depew, and asked him if he swore to that 
at that time. 
Witness answered that he did, and com­ 
menced to explain. 
Pe?kham said he did not want any expla­ 
nation, hut Bangs (Bradley’s counsel) said 
the witness had a right to explain, and the 
Chairman so ruled. 
Bradley than continued. He did not prom­ 
ise to vote for Depew, but it was understood 
by Sessions that I was to vote for Depew, 
and it was for that reason he gave me the 
money. 
Peckham—Haven’t you told us just now 
that you did promise so to vote before you 
got the money ? 
Witness—It was understood that I was to 
vote for Depew. I did not say so in so many 
words. From the fact of his paying me 
$2,000 it was understood that I was to vote 
for Depew, and the reason is the fact of my 
taking the money. After receiving the 
money I went to the Delavan House 
to see Speaker Sharpe. [Witness related 
his interview with Sharpe, already told.] 
When I went to the Senate the next morn­ 
ing, I went to see Senator Sessions, to get 
him to put in writing what I should say 
about changing my vote. I wanted to get 
him in writing on tbe subject. I thought it 
would have some bearing in the matter—that 
the writing would corroborate my statement 
of bribery. After the adjournment of the 
Legislature on the day of the exposure, I 
went to the Delavan House and into ex-Mar­ 


shal Payne’s room. Conkling was in the 
room and a number of other persona. Did 
not have any talk with Conkling or Platt on 
that day. 
Smith (of counsel for Sessions)—Whenever 
you went to the room of Marshal Payne, was 
it to attend a conference to further the elec­ 
tion of ex-Senatoi Conkling ? 
Witness—Why, yes ; that was perhaps the 
object. 
Smith—Was anything ever said or doce 
there to get votes? 
Witness—No, sir. 
Smith—Did you ever hear of the use'of 
money iu this question ? 
Witness—Y’es, sir; it was common talk 
that the half-breeds were using money. 
Smith—Have you any personal knowledge 
of bribery in the Legislature besides the one 
with which you are connected ? 
Witness—No, sir. 
Smith—Did you ever hear of any cases of 
legislative bribery before this one ? 
Witness—Yes, sir; I have got it into my 
mind from my wife’s reading English history 
iu Fox’s time. 
Smith—Anything since January 1st last? 
Answer—No, sir; not of my personal 
knowledge. 
Smith—Have you heard of any ’ 
Witness—Yes, sir; I heard of it from 
Colonel Young, member from Broome coun­ 
ty. Since mv exposure my wife has visited 
with Sessions’ family. 
The witness could not remember having a 
conversation with a man named Hicktnai^ 
aud telling him that he had cast his last vote 
for ConkliDg and Platt, but would vote for 
two other men. 
Adjourned. THE INDICATIONS. 
New Yobk, June 13th.—The Pott'* Albany 
special says : Indications point to a large in­ 
crease in Depew’s vote to-morrow, with a 
condensation of some of the scattering on 
Cornell for the short term. Possibly Cornell 
will then be a candidate for the long term. 
An effort was made in the Joint Convention 
to-day to break up tbe pairing, which has 
gone to an extreme. Some remedy will 
probably be adopted.

Miscellaneous W ashington Items. 
W ashington, June 13th.—The estimates 
of postal revenues for the year ending June 
30th were 839,579.000. The Congressional 
appropriation was 810,955,000. The reductions 
in the expenditures of the star service since 
the 4th of March are almost exactly 81,000,­ 
000 per annum. This includes the 8200,000 
cut off last week. 
Clerk Adams has consulted high legal 
authority, which he claims advises him of the 
right of Cannon to a seat in the House. 
Secretary Windom returns to-night, and 
the facts brought out in the investigation of 
the Treasury Custodian ring will be submitted 
at the Cabinet meeting to morrow. It is be­ 
lieved that action be taken at once for the 
removal of some and the suspension of others 
shown to bo connected with the ring, and 
that steps looking to a deeper investigation 
may be taken. 
The suit instituted here sgainst the agents 
of the old real estate pool is ao outgrowth of 
the quarrel between some of the organs of 
the pool and its agents over the profits. The 
pool was organized in the first place by a 
number of men with the idea of buviug largo 
tracts of real e date and holding it for an in­ 
crease in value, that w a s believed would re­ 
sult from the great improvements then being 
inaugurated by Alex. Shephard, Senator 
Stewart and other wealthy men, and in 
looking for agents Hallet Kilbourne, who 
was very intimate with Shephard, was 
chosen, because it was supposed that 
Kiibourne would be able to ascertain 
iu advance what improvements Shephard in­ 
tended to make, and what parts of the city 
would be benefited. 
Kilbourne was the 
trusted and confidential frier.d of Shephard, 
and in fact did find out where to.buy real 
estate so as to make money. Now some of 
the parties who were members of the pool or 
syndicate claim that Kilbourne and his as­ 
sociate or partner made more money than 
their proper share, and want them to dis­ 
gorge. It is quite propable that if the suit is 
preseed it will briDg to light some secrets of 
the real estate pool not yet disclosed. 
Of the 8118,000,000 of 5 per cent, coupon 
bonds outstanding May 12th, when the one 
hundred and thi:d call was issued, about 
835,000,000 have been received for continu­ 
ance at 3h per cent.

The Fuñada Pacific Railroad and Chinese 
Labor. 
C hicago, June loth.—The Tribune's Ot­ 
tawa special savs : Intelligence is just re­ 
ceived from British Columbia that "Mr. 
Onderdenk, of San Francisco, is pushing for­ 
ward his contract on the Canada Pacific 
Railway with great »n»rgy. His contract 
is for 127 mi!e», through a very difficult 
country. There are three tunnels to be 
made, and the work is tedious. One tunnel 
is 1,600 feet long. There are some 3,000 men 
altogether employed on the Onderdonk 
works, of which half approximately are Chi­ 
nes?. There is among the people of British 
Columbia an iuteuse and increasing aversion 
to the employment of Chinamen, but the 
contractors appear to find it profitable 
to engage them. 
They are fairly good 
laborers, and 
are 
reckoned 
valuable 
in the proportion 
of 
three Chinese 
to two 
white 
meD, or thereabouts. 
All the men work on : he 10-hour system. 
The Chinamen are paid 81 per day, and the 
white men receive 81 25 to 81 50. The 
skilled men, or extra good men in tunnel 
work are paid from SI 50 to 82 per day. 
The Chinamen are kept at grading and work 
in the open tuts. They are employed by ar­ 
rangements between the contractor ami 
agents of the great Chinese companies, who 
engage to supply a given number of men. 
The contractor has nothing to do with the 
Chinamen individually. They work under 
white foremen and time-keepers TÜach Chi­ 
naman is numbered, and his number is cred­ 
ited with so many hours’labor by , the time­ 
keeper. Tbe contractor pays the Chinamen’s 
agent. The system works smoothly, and on 
this account, and because there is no getting 
drunk on or after pay-day by tbe 
Chinamen, some prefer employing them 
rather than other navvies. They are sober 
and indnstrions, but many have the opium 
habit, and some whites are unfortunately 
contracting it. The Chinese prove themselves 
very ready to acquire a knowledge of work, 
pick up new methods quickly, and will work 
as regular as machines the ten hours through. 
The number of Chinese laborers has been 
nearly doubled for this year. There was one 
ship load came direct from China, and every 
steamer from San Francisco this spring 
brought from 50 to 200. There is a general 
feeling that the province is not deriving any­ 
thing like advantage from the work of con­ 
struction that was expected. This is largely 
owing to the employment of Chineee, whose 
rice, food and supplies are imported, and 
whose earnings all go out rf the country. 
Besides the contractor gets a very large pro­ 
portion of his supplies from San Francisco. 
Foxltall's Victory—How the News was R.- 
reived at New York. 
New Y ork, June 13th.—The Tribune says : 
The fact that Foxhall had won the great 
French race yesterday was not generally 
known in the city before 3 o’clock, when the 
“ Extra ” was cried about the streets. A dis­ 
patch announcing the result was received at 
the Turf Club before noon, and the news 
gradually got about the other clubs aud some 
of the hotels. Of course it did not attract 
nearly so much attention as it would have 
done if the race had been run on a week day, 
for many places where mon interested in 
racing go are not open on Sundays. Satis­ 
faction was expressed at the victory of an 
American horse, and that they should have 
won both tbe Derby and Grand Prix the 
same year is universally commented on with 
pleasure. 
At the Tuif Club racing men were jubilant 
over the victory of Keene’s colt, following so 
soon after the Exploit of Iroquois. No great 
amount of money was held in this city on 
Foxhall, because the betting was very much 
smaller than on the Derby. Almost every 
one that bets at all bets on the Derby, but the 
French race attracts much less attention, and 
if the American colt had not been in it this

Campbell vs. C annon. 
New Y ork, June 13th.—'The HcmlWt 
Washington s;>ecial says : There is promise 
of an interesting tight in the contest between 
Cannon, the Morraon polygamist, and Camp­ 
bell, the anti-Mormon, for the position of 
Delegate to Congress from Utah. The initial 
proceedings are in the natura of a suit iu the 
Courts of Utah by Campbell to at mil Can­ 
non’s alleged certificate of naturalization. 
Campbell is a man of ample means, and Can­ 
non is backed by the whole power and wealth 
of the Mormon Church. Campbell's friends 
present his case iu this light: They admit 
that Cannon received a large majority of the 
votes cast, hut they allege that many of these 
votes were given by aliens aud cirls_ under 
ago, claiming, under the laws of Utah, a 
right to vote as tho daughters or sisters of 
Mormon citizens. Campbell alleges that the 
proof adduced before the Governor, of Can­ 
non being an alien, was overwhelming. 
They also state that tho Governor, aa the 
returning officer of the Territory, has con­ 
ferred upon him by the laws powers ' 
other than merely ministerial, and that 
his action in giving the certificate to 
Campbell, in the face of the facts proved 
before him, was in the strict line of his 
Executive duty. They state further that 
Cannon himself brought the legality of the 
Governor’s action to a teat iu the Coutts by 
hringirg an action of mandamus in the 
United States Court of tbe Territory, and 
that after elaborate niguiuents by able law­ 
yers the Court sustained the legality of the 
Governor’s action on the facta as proven. 
Campbell’» friends claim that the course oí 
the Clerk of the House of_ Representa lives in 
ignoring the certificate oí the Governor in 
favor of Campbell, and placing ripen the rolls 
Cannon, to whom a certificate had boon de­ 
nied both by the Executive and the Courts, 
was a great stretch of power, and that the 
utmost he could probably have done would 
have been to have left the question to the de­ 
cision of Congress, which would then have 
brought up the whole Mormon question in 
such a shape as would have necessitated some 
decisive action. Campbell's certificate was 
brought on here by his attorney, J. H. Mc­ 
Bride, of Salt Lake City, in February last, 
and filed by him iu person in the Clerk’s 
office in the presence of witnesses. Camp­ 
bell states emphatically that he personally 
waited on the Clerk in the following month 
and asked if his name had been put upon the 
rolls, and Adams told him it had not been. 
Adams denies this statement. The question 
is likely to be prominent in the next session 
of Congress. 
VTInlry W eather anil II» Efleet upon 
C'allle. 
St. I’aul, June 13th.—Nathan P. Lang­ 
ford, United States Bank Examiner, has just 
arrived home from his official trip through 
Colorado, New Mexico, California, Idaho, 
Utah, Nevada, Oregon, Washington Terri-' 
tory and Montana, lie brings some interest­ 
ing information about cattlu ranchmen. He 
said the principal cattle men in Washington 
Te rkory along the Columbu river say that 
50 per cent, of tbe cattle died during the 
winter. In Montana the less has been com­ 
paratively light. Tbero were Lst fall a good 
many herds driven ov-r into Montana, Ore­ 
gon and Washington Territory, and cf course, 
after making the long journey, they rye re nat 
as fuli tleshed as those that had been in Moa- 
tana. The winter was severe ou thcso unac­ 
climated herds, and tire loss waa about 10 per 
cent. The loss in acclimated herds (those 
which had been in Montana two or three 
winters), was only about 3 per cent. The 
total loss of cattle in Montana has not been 
one-third of what cattle men apprehended it 
would be on the 1st of last February. Mr. 
Langford talked with a number of cattle 
men, each of whom told of the number they 
had lost in specific herd', and said the aver­ 
age of their losses would be the average loss 
throughout the Territory. Ho says in fact 
the stock withstood tho rigor of the hardest 
winter that has been known in Montana since 
it was crgar.ized as a Territory in 1881, and 
shows that it is bound to become the great 
cattle-growing region of the country. The 
sheep losses have been about one-third, on ac­ 
count of the deep snow. 
Training Chinese Telegraphers. 
H artford, Juno 13th.—The Chinese Gov­ 
ernment has established, as a branch.of its 
Educational Commission, a school of tele­ 
graphy. Gorham B. Hubhell, who has for » 
long time been Maucger of the Western 
Union, has been appointed to instruct forty 
young Chinamen, r.ow st school here, in the 
construction and operation of telegraph lines, 
and will in a year receivo a lucrative appoint­ 
ment under tha Chinese Government, which 
contemplates connecting all its large cities by 
lines of wire. 
Dealli of a Prominent Citizen of Chicago 
In England. 
C hicago, June 13th.—News is received here 
cf the death in Brighton, England, to-day 
of Geo. Armour, of tho firm of Arnrcur, 
Dale & Co., of this city. He was one of the 
oldest and most prominent residents of Chi­ 
cago, having been active in business and poli­ 
tics during his whole life, and having amassed 
a vast fortune in tho elevator business. Some­ 
thing over a year ago he went to England for 
his health, and has never been back since, 
his infirmity gradually weakening him. He 
was 65 years of ago. 
S.vrrl from Suicide. 
N iagara Falls (N. Y.), June 13th.—A 
handsome young woman, registered as Mrs. 
Brown, New York, went to Luna Island this 
afternoon, threw her umbrella in the water 
and watched its course. She then stooped 
under the railing, thrust something into her 
bosom, and grasped her skirts for a plunge. 
Two Bostonians, watching her movements, 
seized and carried her from the scene. It is 
developed that she has friends at the Ursu- 
line Conveut at Morrisiana, N. Y. She 
eta ed that she had had trouble with her hus­ 
band, and desired to die. 
Successful Revival Wvrl:. 
I nd ianapolis, Jone 13th.—The revival 
inaugurated under tho auspices of the hoy 
preacher evangelist. Rev. Thomas HarrL», 
eleven weeks ago, has been spreading until 
some 2,000 conversions have resulted, and 
several thousand more have risen for prayer 
or been at the altar. It is believed that the 
work is only begun. Sixteen churches are 
now open for revival work.

GAMBETTA’a REVERSE. 


The rejection of the ser»tin tie liste bill 
by the French Senate tva3 by no meana un­ 
expected, but the Gambettista seem to 
have relied unduly upon a vague notion 
that the Senate would sbtink from taking 
the responsibility of this step. 
They for­ 
got 
that 
the President 
was lighting 
virtually for the exhtence of his o.iice, 
and that he was certain to employ all his 
influence with Senators against the scheme 
of tho great tribune. Gambetta notoriously 
intended to destroy all opposing factions 
w ith the scrutin (le Unte, and there can be 
little doubt that he would have succeeded 
in thi3. 
In that event ha would have been 
the real head of the Government, and 
there would have been no more room for 
Mr. Grevy than there wa3 for Xapoleon 
the First 
in the constitution of Sieyes. 
The question of the scrutin de liste will 
now have to be determined by the con­ 
stituencies, and it is impossible to predict 
what they will do. 
The popularity of 
Gambetta may quite possibly carry his plan 
through iuspiteof the President and the Sen­ 
ate, but he will not be able to control the 
machinery of the next election, and there­ 
fore whatever it3 results mat' be they will 
at least be genuine expressions of the 
popular will. 
It does not however appear 
very certain that Gambetta is so confident 
of the popular verdict. 
He seems to re­ 
alize that he has sustained a very serious 
reverse, and while his enemies pretend to 
believe that it marks the culmination of 
his career, anil that henceforth he must 
descend, his hopes for the future are not, 
s ) far as can be gathered, particularly san­ 
guine. 
B at Gambetta possesses a large 
reserve*of energy, and be will soon make 
it apparent that he has not given up the 
game. 
The Senate has unquestionably 
aoted within it3 prerogative, but never­ 
theless has it produced an awkward rela­ 
tion between itself and the Assembly. 
Of 
this Gambetta is certain to take advan­ 
tage, aud through it he may be able to 
work successfully upon public opinion, 
especially in the remoter districts. 


THE ELECTION TO-MORROW. 


THE LOSS OF THE DOTTEREL. 


O'Donovan ltossa is represented as talk­ 
ing in a mysterious and suggestive way 
about the loss of the British war vessel 
Dotterel. 
He intimates, in fact, that the 
explosion which destroyed her was the 
work of Irish conspirators of some kind. 
Of course it is both easy and safe to make 
intimations of this kind in such a case, for 
nobody knows cr ever can know how the 
disaster happened. 
But we do not believe 
that llossa’s statem ent is anything but 
bosh. 
W e suspect him of desiriDg to claim 
for some of his countrymen a villainy 
which they have not been guilty of. 
The 
destruction of 
the 
Dotterel 
purposely 
would have been so stupid, brutal and 
purposeless a crime that even the craziest 
N ihilist would shrink from such a butch­ 
ery. 
It would have been nothing less than 
the unmeaning slaughter of two hundred 
innocent men, and we are not prepared to 
believe that there arc any Irishmen capa­ 
ble of so horrible a deed. 
The presump­ 
tion is that the explosion of the Dotterel 
was purely accidental, and we do not be­ 
lieve that O'Donovan ilossa knows any 
more about the matter than we do. 


BRADLEY 
ON 
THE 
STAND. 


They have been putting Mr. Bradley on 
the witness stand, and have made him tell 
Boveral things which are calculated to di­ 
minish tho general belief in his trust­ 
worthiness» According to his own account 
of him self he appears to have been a par­ 
ticularly loose fi3h in the past, and his 
business career seems to have been marked 
by episodes of a kind which do not occur 
in the lives of strictly honest and upright 
men. 
Mr. Bradley in fact does not give 
one at all a favorable impreseion of his 
veracity and probity, and after learning 
even this little about his antecedents there 
is no difficulty in conceiving that he may 
have lied when he said that Senator Ses­ 
sions bribed him. 
Certainly if Sessions 
knew anything of the man’s previous his­ 


to r y it is im p ro b ab le to the last degree 
that he sh o u ld have reposed the slightest 
confidence in him. 
It looks now as if Mr, 


Bradley would break down. 


The discussion which lias been had on 
the propositions to be submitted to the 
voters of this city to-morrow must have 
convinced all who have paid due attention 
to it that the Trustees made a mistake 
in their so-called stone improvement plan. 
The history of this plan indeed is a curious 
illustration of the unbusinesslike ways in 
which public affairs are managed. 
W e 
have a City Surveyor who is a civil engi­ 
neer. 
This official has made a special 
study of our levees. 
He understands 
them thoroughly, and he knows just how 
they can be so improved as to be perfectly 
secure. 
Now the judgment of this officer 
was emphatically against the stone plan 
from the first, and for reasons in which 
every other engineer who has spoken on 
the subject agrees with him. 
But the 
Trustees, instead of availing themselves of 
the piactical scientific knowledge placed 
especially for that purpose at their dispo­ 
sal,w ent to work and patched up a scheme 
of their own, the chief characteristic of 
which is its likeness to Chinese states­ 
manship. 
The Trustees argued that there 
was a general demand for such improve­ 
ments as would lay all apprehension about 
the strength of the levees at r e s t; and so 
they concluded that they would adopt a 
plan which would give the appearance of 
complete security, though it wa3 true that 
it w ould not give the security itself. Then 
a number of representative citizens went 
and examined the levee3, and after they 
had been told by the engineers that the 
stone plan was not necessary, w as not best, 
was not capable of giving the protection 
demanded, and in fact was a mockery and 
a delusioD, they solemnly resolved that it 
was the pait of wisdom to vote for this 
nonsensical plan. 
The only apology for this extraordinary 
resolution was the fantastical allegation 
that if the plan3 of the Trustees were re­ 
jected it would be thought that Sacramento 
had not enterprise enough to protect her­ 
self. 
W hat will be thought wflien it is 
known that Sacramento voted to squander 
$100,000 upon a piece of work which no­ 
toriously fails to fulfill the conditions re­ 
quired, and which is confessedly adopted 
for no better purpose than to deceive the 
ignorant ? 
The truth is that the meeting 
of citizens the other day ought to have 
condemned the stone plan after w hat they 
had heard. 
They had no ground whatever 
for any other conclusion, and their resolu­ 
tion on the question w as an absurd non 
sequitur. 
It was shown by the engineers 
that three yards of earth could be put on 
the levees for the price of one yard of 
stone, and that the earth was in all respects 
preferable to the stone. 
It was also shown 
that after all the stone had been put on it 
wo aid still be as necessary as before to 
build spur-dams to keep the current of the 
river off the weak places, and that where 
the quicksands are the stone would be 
rather a source of added danger than of 
new strength. 
In short, it was made per­ 
fectly apparent that the stone plan was a 
blunder on the part of the Trustees, and 
the meeting ought to have so reported. 
Now we do not believe, and this com­ 
munity does not believe, in playing at 
levee improvements. 
W e are all willing 
to spend on this work whatever is required 
to obtain absolute security, but we are 
net willing to fool away $100,000 or any 
other sum upon a confessed sham and im­ 
posture. 
W e don’t want a make-believe 
security. 
W o want scientific guarantees 
that we are getting the real security for 
which we pay. 
L’uder the circumstances, 
therefore, we must advise the voters to 
vote against t lie second proposition, which 
Í3 : “ Are you in favor of atone improve- 
“ ments as per plan?” unless, indeed, the 
Trustees are willing to withdraw that plan 
before the election. 
The argument that if 
it is rejected or withdrawn there will not 
be enough money to put upon the levees 
this year, is unsound. 
In the first place 
there is nothing to prevent the Trustees 
from altering their proposal, putting it in 
a rational shape, and resubmitting it sepa­ 
rately a fortnight hence. 
In the second 
place we assert that even without the con­ 
sent of the people the Trustees have ample 
power to expend sufficient money upon the 
levees. 
The law authorizes them to spend 
the sum of $'20,000 before going to the 
people at all. 
If, therefore, the first propo­ 
sition— for •■'10,000 for earth-w ork— is 
adopted, this sum, added to the $20,000 
which the Board is entitled to spend in 
any case, will give $30,000 for nse on the 
levees, and all of this can be laid out in 
earth-work, according to the suggestions 
of the engineers. 
It would be absurd to indorse the stone 
plan merely because it has been submitted. 
It is not a good or an effective plan, but 
the reverse. 
It is indeed calculated only 
to create a false sense of security which is 
very liable to prevent the adoption of 
necessary precautions. 
The Trustees no 
doubt dceire only the good of the city, and 
this beiDg the case the simplest way out of 
the difficulty would be for them to w ith­ 
draw the stone proposition before the elec­ 
tion. 
By doing that they would avoid all 
misapprehensions arising from its rejection, 
and they con’d then rc-submit some better 
plan if they thought it necessary. 
We 
believe, 
however, 
that they have 
the 
power to do all that is required. 
The qufttion, 
“ Are you in favor of 
"assisting Levee District N o. 1, as per 
“ plan 7 ” should be 
answered 
in 
the 
affirmative. 
Mr. Knox is all wrong on 
that question. 
Sacramento cannot afford 
to let District No. 1 take care of itself. 
Sue is bound to provide for its safety, be­ 
cause it is virtually part of her. 
The 
flooding of 
that district is practically 
equivalent to the flooding of part of the 
city, and always mnst be. 
The district 
contributes largely to the daily needs of 
the city, 
ft is a suburb, in fa c t; an out­ 
post of the citadel ; and it must be taken 
care of. 
To neglect it would be the most 
shortsighted and foolish policy, and would 
eventually compel 
the 
expenditure 
of 
fifty dollars for every single dollar now 
demanded. 
In fact every proposition ex­ 
cept the itone plan Bhould be indorsed, 
and then we shall be on the high road to a 
condition of real safety. 
• 


THE WINNING OF THE QRiN D PRIX 


The winning of the Derby by an Amer­ 
ican horse has been quickly followed by a 
similar success on tho French turf, J. R. 
Keene’s horse Foxhall having won the 
Paris Grand Prix very handsomely, and 
' doubtless to 
the astonishment of 
the 
Frenchmen, who, however, aro more ac­ 
customed than their neighbors across the 
channel to bo beaten by foreigners in 
raciog. 
That tho two principal sporting 
events in F.ngland aud France should be 
won by American horses in the same year 
is indeed remarkable, and it is certain to 
give rise to a discussion of the American 
methods of 
stock-raising and training. 
There is no reason at the present timo 
why horse-training should not be carried 
to as high a pitch in this country as any­ 
where. 
W e have the necessary capital 
and the necessary predilection for the tnrf. 
American sporting men are as skillful and 


as thoroughly informed as those of Kng- 
land, and since the best English breeds of 
horses are almost as accessible here as in 
England, the conditions may be said to be 
as even and similar as possible. 
Of course 
the fact that two American horses have 
won tw o great races argues nothing for 
the general capacity of other American 
horses, any more than the result of a prize 
fight between an American and an English­ 
man argies anything for the respective 
physical prowess of the two nations. 
It is 
none the less gratifying, however, that the 
American horses have carried away the 
honors at Epsom and Longchamps, and it 
will doubtless give a fresh stimulus to 
breeding and racing in all three of the 
countries interested. 


GRANT’S FOLLY. 


PAG1FS0 COAST. 


General Grant has been talking in a very 
foolish and indecent way to a reporter 
about the Conkling matter. 
Of course he 
thinks Conkling is altogether in the right, 
and he may have the proud consciousness, 
in this, of knowing that he holds a diamet­ 
rically opposite opinion to that of three- 
fourths of the American people. 
But when 
he proceeds to intimate that President 
Garfield 
“ insu lted” Mr. 
Conkling, he 
either shows himself to be grossly ignorant 
of the facts, or coarsely determined him­ 
self to insult President Garfield. 
W e have 
never entertained the least respect for 
General Grant’s political views. He made a 
very bad President, and he was getting 
worse all the time 
His judgment on a mat­ 
ter of this kind is sim ply what might be 
expected from an average “ m achine” poli­ 
tician destitute of any higher knowledge 
than that of the caucu3and the ward-club. 
And if he would have aelcd differently 
from President Garfield under similar cir­ 
cumstances, it is merely because under 
similar circumstances he would have been 
found supporting the “ machine,” in utter 
indifference to the requirements of the 
country or the tendency of public opinion. 
General Grant’s eulogy upon Conkling, and 
his attack upon the Administration, will 
neither help his friend nor himself. 
His 
attitude in fact serves only to emphasize 
the necessity of stamping out all that 
remains of “ Grantism,” and of supporting 
the President against the final assaults of 
that dangerous and demoralizing element.

Jo h n R ider is an old and well-known citi­ 
zen of Sacramente. 
He has been a City 
Trustee, and is widely known as a former 
Street Commissit ner. 
He is a man of m a­ 
ture judgment, and Lis long residence here, 
his experience with flood waters, levees, 
drainage, the action of our rivers, etc., ren­ 
der his judgments concerning the same of 
much value. 
Yesterday, in conversation 
with a R ecord-U nion representative, Mr. 
Rider, by request, expressed himself upon 
the propositions to ba voted upon to morrow. 
In the outset he said he approved io the main 
of the views of Mr. Iinox.

The City Board cf H ealth m et last evening. 
The object of the meeting was to consider the 
city sewerage question. 
A fter a full di-cus- 
sion, the following was adopted as the views 
of the Board, after which the Board ad­ 
journed ; 
W ithout underrating the importance of 
other measures about to be presented to the 
people of this city for their adoption or rejec­ 
tion, th it relating to the disposal of the city 
Eewage is certainly not the leatt worthy of 
consideration. 
The location cf our city 13 
such th at the question of sewerage will prob­ 
ably for a loDg time to come present difficul­ 
ties and occasion perplexity. 
I t is so ia cities 
better situated than ours in respect to drain­ 
age facilities. 
Yet. as a necessary sanitary 
measure, we have to meet it sooner or later, 
and devise some means for the improvement 
of w hat all admit to be a t present ssdly de­ 
fective. In this light, it is not to be measured 
by the pecuniary outlay necessary for its ac­ 
com plishm ent; its importance is equal to 
that of our ievee defenses. 
The question 
now presented is : How is a better system of 
sewerage to be obtained ? 
Some years ago, we are told by the engin­ 
eers th at the drainage canal which, on their 
recommendation, was adopted, would, when 
completed, prove sufficient. 
I t is true that 
the fall from II street to Suodgrass Slough, a 
distance of 20 or more miles, was said to be 
only 7 feet, say about 4 iuches to the m ile; 
yet upon the strength of the assurances 
given, we have been endeavoring to carry 
out the plan ; the right of way has been ob- 
taine 3, hope3 held out to those interested in 
lands below us of improved drainage, and a 
pretty large sum of money expended in the 
endeavor to make it effectual. 
I t will proba­ 
bly be adm itted that it has been so far par­ 
tially successful in th at it does, except during 
very high water, when the low lands below 
II street a:e overflowed, carry from U3 the 
sewage th at reaches it, and th at it has 
been eminently successful in enabling the 
city to fulfill its promises to the land-owuers 
this side of Beach’s Lake. 
I t is thought by those who have given the 
subject careful examination, and have been 
over the ground, th at the canal, if completed 
according to the original plan, and its bed 
kept properly cleaned, would yet give us the 
means of getting rid of our sewage for some 
time to come. 
How this result is to be ef­ 
fected. with a fall of only four inches to the 
mile, in an open ditch, liable to obstruction, 
it m ust be coufessed seems somewhat prob­ 
lematical. 
Perhaps an iron-stone or cement 
pipe, or even a redwood-box drain would ma­ 
terially assist. 
These would be somewhat 
expensive, it is true, but the cost should 
weigh but little against the great good to be 
accomplished. 
Adm itting freely the difficulties attending 
drainage by the canal, are there no difficulties 
attending the proposed plan of pumping the 
sewage into the river ? 
Unquestionably the natural outlet for the 
sewage of a city seems tobe a running stream 
upon its border. 
I t is convenient; it is 
cheap ; it saves trouble, and, for the parties 
immediately concerned, it affords a ready so­ 
lution for one of the most difficult problems. 
I t is on account of the facilities which rivers 
afford of enabling us to be rid of what we do 
not desire to keep at home, th at river water 
has always been considered one of the most 
uncertain and undesirable sources of supply. 
Isolated individual» often make this use of 
rivers unobserved, and to such a limited ex­ 
tent as to be scarcely appreciable; yet it is a 
different thing where the entire eewage of a 
town is concerned. However convenient such 
a disposal of the city sewage may be, few 
would consider it quite honest and conform­ 
able to the honored principles of the golden 
rule to send down upon our neighbors below 
us a stream polluted with m atters which we 
ourselves would be quite unwilling to use. 
The plan proposed has been tried in vari­ 
ous parts of England and on the continent; 
it was tried in Massachusetts, at Cincinnati 
and other cities. 
B ut what has been the re­ 
sult? In England, the Rivera 1’ollution 
Commission grew out of the evils which fol­ 
lowed the practice, and the discharge of un­ 
purified sewage into the streams was forbid­ 
den. 
Several evils resulted. 
There was the 
danger of silting up the bed of the river, and 
the expensive and disgusting necessity of 
dredging. 
W itness the effecls of unpurified 
sewage in the Thames and Lee. 
Then, ia 
tidal rivers, there was danger th at the water, 
polluted with unpurified sewage, would be 
carried up stream as well as dowD. 
How 
much the tides affect the river at Sacramento 
we arc- uninformed. 
We once had a tidal 
wave here of several feet. 
Then there are 
the gases arising from decomposition of the 
sewage when deposited in large quantities. 
Lastly, there are to Be considered the effects 
cf the sewage upon those living below the 
city. 
Sr me few years ago we protested, through 
the H ealth Departm ent, against the dis­ 
charge of sewage by the city of Marysvills 
into the Yuba river and thus into the Sacra­ 
mento, and the law which some lielieve inap­ 
plicable to the ca£e, was appealed to. 
I t is difficult to see with w hat grace we 
can sustain a dem urrer against these prac­ 
tices by cities above us, while we ourselves 
supply a similar disgusting m ixture to those 
having the misfortune to live below us. 
I t is 
estimated th at the sewage from water-closets 
alone, apart from the water used for flushing, 
amounts to two and one-halt" ounces of solid 
and forty ounces of liquid m atter for each 
individual daily. 
W ith a population of 22,­ 
000, this would give a daily quantity of more 
than twenty-nine tons, or not far from 10,000 
tore annually, while the eewage from other 
sources would probably make up as much 
more—sixty tons of filth amiually—worse 
than the debris against which we are con­ 
tending. 
If we are to improve our system of sewage 
now, and undertake a great expense for the 
purpose, let us have a system which will 
enable us to pet rid of that which is the 
most, objectionable, as well as lh at which 
comes from 
our kitchens, butclifr-shops, 
stables 
and 
slaughter-houses. 
L et 
us 
do away with 
the abominable 
system 
of privy vaults and cesspools, which pollute 
the soil and poison the atmosphere of our 
towns. 
I t is possible to do this, if we must 
avail ourselves of the river, by providing for 
the purification of the sewage ; not a perfect 
purification, it is true, but such a one as ex­ 
perience elsewhere has shown to render it 
proper to be adm itted into a river as large as 
the Sacramento. 
We are told th at the cost of precipitation 
by what is probably the best of the methods 
adopted for the purpose—including interest 
on capital invested—treating the sewage and 
drying the sludge, is for one town in Eng­ 
land. with a population of 40,000. having 
2,000,000 gallons sewage daily, £3,4 Id je r 
annum. <r £'l 14 '. 4,1. per 1,000,000 gallons. 
Io another city of 23,005 population, with 
5,000 water clc:ets—probably- four or five 
times as many as there are in Sacramento — 
and 1,200,000 callous of sewage daily, the 
cost of chemicals, by a different process, was 
£3 2). per 1,000,000 gallons. _ 
These figures are given mainly as examples 
of what cth r c'tie? are doing for the disposal 
of sewage. 
Perhaps they do not form any 
very just basis for an estimate of what sim i­ 
lar undertakings would cost here. 
Y et it 
ought to be remembered that good sewerage 
at any endurable c st will be cheaper in the 
end than the imperfect exerts: . 0 now have. 
It will save muon ruff-ring by aickr.es', l-.'ge 
public aud 
private expenditures incident 
thereto, and many jive?. 
These refltctions 
are offered on behalf of the eanitaiy interests 
of the city, and in view- of the election to be 
held this w eek. 
Sifted down, they embrace 
the propositions th at an efficient system of 
sewerage is desirable a t any c o st; that bah re 
undertaking to change our present plan, de­ 
fective as it may be, we should be well satis* 
fiel that we are about to em bracj a better ; 
and that we should reflect well before we seek 
to inflict on cur neighbors below us evils 
against which we ourselves most em phatic­ 
ally protest.

visited Sumner and Sedgwick counties Sun­ 
day night, causing the destruction of a vast 
amount of property, killing a few and wound­ 
ing many persons. 
I t was first seen near 
Ninnassah, on the Arkansas river, three 
miles from M ulvane Junction, and traveled 
rapidiy in a northeasterly direction, striking 
in a cornfield near M ulvane. I t passed a mile 
north of M ulvane, and picking up a two-f tcry 
house turned it over twice and smashed it to 
fm itb'Tsen'. 
A lady and her child were se­ 
riously injured internally, &3 well as bruised, 
and the chances are th at she will die. 
The 
residence of a man named Egau was demol­ 
ished,

A watc-r-spout also did much dam­ 
age at Bell Plain. 
The two branches united 
near Mulvane, and it was the two combined 
th at did the work of destruction. 
Large 
bail-stones fell in immense quantities and 
a hot wind prevailed, making it difficult to 
breathe, and turning the leaves of corn as 
black as dirt. 
A fter leaving Mulvane the 
cyclone wheeled off in a southerly direction 
and struck Floral, a Bmall town about four 
miles from Seely. 
One person was killed 
there, and two mora or less dangerously 
wounded.

inveree to th e tem perature, the maximum 
of the one corresponding roughly to the 
m inim um of the other, and so on.
